CABLE NEWS. 



British Behrinsr Sea Bill Takes First 
Keadinsr -Political Eights of 
German Womeu. 



Party Politics in England- Barbarous 
Treatment of Lmmtics— Earth- 
quake at Trieste. 



London, Juno 10. — Tho House of Com 
mons ro-aasemblod to-day, and parliamentary 
secretary of foreign affairs, Sir Edward 
Grey, introduced a bill to regulate the 
catching of eoula in Bohring sea. In so 
doing ho explained that tho bill was de- 
signed to replace tho act paaaod in 1893, to 
carry out the agreomont with Russia, and 
there would bo fuw alterations. Tho bill, 
passed its first reading. 

Eoglish politics during tho week just over 
huvo been absolutely stagnant. Iu Ireland 
thoro has been ranoorouB farowell talk from 
Mr. William O'Brion to his Cork constitu- 
ents because Mr. Chance, by proceedings in 
an English court, is driving him out of par- 
liament. Healylto nowspapors have boon 
publicly burned. The advocatos of home 
rulo have cause for dismay when confrontod 
with tho prospect of having McCarthyites 
contesting tho same seats iu a general elec- 
tion. On Monday parliament reassembles, 
und, with tho ministerial seats for Inverness 
and Cork vaaanr, the government will enter 
upon its labors with a majority of only six. 
Id is probable that the Inverness seat 
will bo captured by the Liberal- Unionists, 
and it is also probable that Mr. O'Brien's 
seat for the northeast division of Cork will 
fall to the Parnellltes. 

The immediate prospect is that tho minis- 
try will bo obliged to rely on a bure majority 
of two or three to oarry tho Wolsh ohurch 
disostablishmont bill, tho local veto meaBuro, 
tho Irish land bill and the one man one vote 
proposal in the weeks of the session whioh 
remain available for aolual work. Inas- 
much as this con only bo aohit ved by rushing 
business the cabinet have deoided a sum- 
mary application of the olosure is necessary. 
A fixed period will be allowed for debate on 
each of tho measures mentioned, and in pur- 
suance of this plan all amendments will be 
ignored, however just or important they may 
be, Aocording to this programme not a single 
bill on whioh there is any party oontention 
in the House of Commons will be allowed to 
pass tho House of Lords. It is not to be 
marvelled at that Liborals are fretting un- 
der the ignominy of tho position into which 
the party has been led or driven. The 
waste of time of whioh the majority Is uo- 
cused is simply unavoidable, yet the minis- 
terial members are Bubjeoted nightly to a 
strain whioh they c&nnot escape in being 
forced to bo in constant attendance, watch- 
ing every movement of the opposition in 
order to avoid defeat. 

The Coneervative-Liboral-Unionist coali- 
tion, with tho assistanoo of the Parnollito 
faction of the Irish party, are continually on 
tho alert and in readiness to Beizo the first 
opportunity to defeat the government. 
They will not delay in taking any advan- 
tages opened, but will promptly challenge 
tho government to show its strength or 
weakness. It is understood that Salisbury 
is eager to attack Lord RoBobory's foreign 
polioy, and that he is strongly in favor of be- 
ginning tho fight by raising tho question of 
British intervention in Turkey, whioh action, 
in regard to Armenia has had only the sup- 
port of the sympathetic Gladotonlans. Out- 
side of Conservative circles the opinion is 
rapidly growing that Lord Rosebery has 
been overmatohod and outclassed by the 
diplomacy of Russia and Franco both in the 
Armenian and Japanese affairs, and by his 
desertion of Lord Salisbury's policy of an 
informal but practical agreement with Ger- 
many and the triple allianco for the friend- 
ship of RuBsia and Franco, it is generally 
feared that he has got himself and tho gov- 
ernment into an ombroglio which it is be- 
lieved involves either a diplomatic disgrace 
or a European war. 

A diBpatch from Buda Posth says tho fire 
which broko out at Morony was not under 
control until 320 houBes had beon destroyed. 
Several persons lost their Uvea. 

A Trioato dispatch says that the city was 
thrown into a terrible panic early this morn- 
ing by two severe earthquake shocks. Poo- 
ple rushed in terror to tho streets and oamp- 
od out till the panic subsided. 

A dispatch from Rimini announcos that 
Signor Ferrari, rooently elected member of 
the chamber of deputioa, defeating tho so- 
cialist candidate in hia district, and who was 
shot by unknown men during a disputo last 
Monday week, is dead. 

The Spanish war oiiico announces that re- 
inforcements of ten battalions of infantry 
and other troops, intended for tho island of 
Cuba, will Ieavo Spain on Monday, June 17. 

Tho now Italian parliament was oponod 
to-day with groat ooromony by King Hum- 
bort in porson. 

Captain Goneral Martinez do Campos ia 
leaving for tho provinco of Puerto Principe. 
Col. Canellas, in command of a detachment 
of troops, has had an ongagomont with a 
band of inBurgonts at Sebarruco do Cuba. 
Tho inBurgonts were commanded by Jobs 
Maceo. Tho government troopB captured 
eomo arms and ammunition. The Insur- 
gents fired upon a coast guard vobboI which 
was watching the coast botwoon Punta 
Gorda und Sabunilla de Matan/.aa. Ono vol- 
unteer was killed and ono wounded. 

Trips through Baltic and North Boa canal, 
by tho imperial yucht HohoD/ollern and tho 
Hamburg-American lino steumor Palatia, 
showed that tho canal is in condition for tho 
passage of a Bmall Hoot on Juno 19 and '20. 
Acoording to tho programme tho Kaisor- 
Adler, with Emperor William on board, will 
head a prooossion of sixtoen Gorman and 
foreign vessols which will pass through tho 
canal duriDg tho ovening of Juno 19. Tho 
canal will be closed to traffic until uftor tho 
coromonioa are over. The ounal, whioh 
joiriB thn Baltic to tho Gorman ocoun, coat 
about. §38,500,000 and has boon oight years 
In buildiDg. The military odvantago of tho 
canal is in tho fact that henceforth in time 
of war tho Gorman navy cannot bo divided, 
and tho provisioning of either tho Baltic or 
tho North Bhoro cannot bo Intorruptod or 
rendorod impossible. 

Tho agitation in Franco against the French 
warships at Kiel hoisting the Gorman im- 
perial flag bearing the sinister date " 1870," 
has Induced the Emperor to decide not to 
visit any foreign warship during tho cele- 
bration of the opening of tho canal, ao, if ho 
visited any of them, ho would bo oompeiled 
to visit tho Hoohe, tho Fronch flagship, 



• which would thereby be bound to hoiBt this 
standard. 

The Prussian minister of education, Dr. 
Bosso, has just sanctioned the admission of 
a daughter of a Sileslan ecclesiastic to the 
Arbituristein examination at the Prussian 
gymnasium. Dr. Bosse's decision has caused 
great rejoicing among tho advocates of the 
higher education of women. 

Another question affecting tho political 
rights of women has just been decided 
against them. An antiquated law still ex 
ists whioh prohibits women scholars and ap- 
prentices from joining a politioal eocioty. A 
few women recontly formed in Berlin a 
woman's agitation committee, having for its 
object to obtain for women equal political 
rights with mon. Tho loaders of tho move- 
ment were arraigned by the publio proeou- 
tor, ard the magistrate before whom they 
wore brought sentenced tho women to fineB 
ranging from 30 to 50 marks, and ordered 
tho sooioty to bo dissolvod. 

Tho Berlin city counoil haB ratified the 
contract for tho oonBtruation of an electric 
elovatod city railway. 

A sensation was creatod by tho revelations 
rogarding tho barbarous treatment of tho 
lunatic inmates of tho monastery of Marion- 
berg, mado during a trial of a suit for slan- 
der brought againBt Hermann Mellugo, an 
innkeeper of Soharro, and Warnat/.ach, a 
newspaper man, who published an exposure 
of the methods of tho monkR. Tho evidence 
showB that tho monks ii.llioted cruel per- 
sonal punishment, sometimes immorsing tho 
patient head foremost In ice-cold wator. 
The chains and other instruments of torture 
applied to tho patients wore produced in 
oourt. After a week's hearing of the case 
the accused were acquitted, aa the public 
prosecutor admitted that the allegations 
were justified. 

Russia's action in tho matter of tho guar- 
antoo of tho Chiroeo loan is regarded aa par- 
taking of disloyalty toward Germany. It 
is more keenly felt by the German govern- 
ment because It ia believed by Emporor 
William and his ministers that Russia has 
every reason to bo thankful for the oo-opera- 
tion tf Germany when Russia (ntorposed ob- 
jections against the permanent occupation 
of tho Leaotong peninsula by the Japanese. 
The Borso Courier expresses the fear it will 
tend to oreato a tension between tho powers. 

Further reports from tho disastrous 
storms in tho vioinity of Wurtemburg only 
add to the horrors of the first accounts of 
tho devastation. The latest advioes de- 
soribo the oountry as being transformed Into 
a veritable doBert. The King of Wurtom- 
burg haB gone to the scene, and has ordered 
that all neoessary assistance be given to the 
suffering peasants without delay. 

A ukase of tho CV.ir just issued establishes 
a permanent Russian legation at the Vatioan, 
consisting of a resident minister at Rome 
and a seoretary. 

Prineo Bismarck haB received a commit- 
tee representing the Agrarian league. He 
made an Interesting speech in reply to an 
address. 

The long expeoted conflict between work- 
men and the police took pls.oo on Sunday. 
Ten thousand laborers gatheredon the streets 
of the city aocording to a preconcerted ar- 
rangement, and Deputy Pernerstorfer and 
other socialist leaders made speeches to the 
crowd. Upon the arrival of the police they 
declared the meeting illegal and requested 
the audience to disperse. The orowd noisily 
separated, but tho arrest of a man named 
Feigi caused a collision between the polioo 
and the socialists, who trlod to rosouo the 
prisoner. The police were stoned, and many 
small fights oocurred in various portions of 
the city all the morning. A mounted inBpeo- 
tor had his uniform torn from him and he 
was nearly pulled off his horse. Another in- 

pector was thrown and kicked in the abdo- 
men. Three policemen were injured by the 

hower of Btonos. Nineteen socialists have 
been placed under arrest. 



ARMENIAN COMMISSION. 

It Has Been Practically Dissolved, Turkish 
Delegates Not Having Manifested 
Honor, Trnth or Decency. 

London, Juno 10. — The Standard oom- 
monte editorially upon tho reported dis- 
missal of General Djedad Pasha from tho 
post of Grand Vizier and the appointment 
of Turkhan Pasha to succeed Said Pasha as 
minister for foreign affairs of Turkey. The 
Standard aaya Una indicates a more favor- 
able attitude on tho part of tho Sultan to- 
ward reforming tho Armenian provinces. 

Odessa, Juno 10 — Tho NovoBti, one of tho 
leading nowapapora, saya tho stupidity of tho 
Porto will ultimately result in forcing the 
signers of the Berlin treaty to strip Turkey 
of all jurisdiction over Armonia, and thuB 
provont further outrages. 

Constantinople, Juno 10. — Advices from 
Moosh aro that tho Moooh commission has 
practically diesolvcd. Tho English consnl 
at Bitlis has beon instruoted to go to Moosh 
bofore the commission leaves, as the Ar- 
menians foar a resumption of tho attacks if 
there is no person at Moosh to reproaent tho 
powers thoro. 

Addition roportB indicate that tho MoobIi 
commission ended on Friday, bo far as the 
work of tho Kuropean delegates is con- 
corned. Thoy wore compellod to tell tho 
Turkish delegates that they could have no- 
thing more to do with them. According to 
tho atatomonts of thoso interested in the 
workings of tho commission, the represonta 
tiveB of tho Sultan have not manifested hoc. 
or. truth or decenoy. They havo mads no 
efforts to dotermlne the cause of 
tho outrages in Armenia. Tho rup- 
turo botwoon the Turkish ond the Eu- 
ropean commission was caused by the 
refusal of tho Turks, on purely faroloal 
grounds, to hoar important witneBBes on 
matters pertaining to tho questions at issue. 
It was evidont the Turks wore afraid tho 
tissue of falsehoods thoy have thrown around 
tho situation in Armonia would bo broken 
down. 

Turkhan PaBha, late of Croto, has boon 
appolntod Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Turkhan Pasha haa beon mentionod as a 
pr< 1> iblo appointeo of tho Sultan for tho 
position of Governor-General of Armonia. 
ReportB havo been rocoivod to the effect that 
serious trouble haa occurred in Mosacul. 
Rumors that many persona havo been killed 
have been freely circulated, but it ia impoa- 
Biblo to verify thoBO statements.

He is a warm advocate of 
tho Pacific cable and says New Zoalsnd is 
prepared to contribute her share of tho cost 
of construction. Ho is also a firm believor 
in tho principle of Btato ownership of tho 
cable as opposed to subsidizing a company.

Tho other two, aged 12 and 14, wore 
drownod. Tho accident took placo in view 
of the girls' parents, who could render no 
assistance. Both bodies wero recovered. 

Ernest Fortier, aged 17, of Vancouver, 
whilo visiting hia sistor at Kioomen yeator- 
day, went out for a rldo. Tho horso throw 
him and he fell on his head, fracturing his 
skull, dying in an hour. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, June 10 — Tho angling olub 
last night unanimously dooided to go ahead 
with tho movement to secure a road into tho 
Nanaimo lakoa.

GOLDEN. 

(From tho Krn.) 
The recont gold developments on Harry 
Eatell's claim on Canyon creek have created 
not a little excitement in Golden. Mr. Ea- 
toll has a lease of ono and a half miles of tho 
creok from the mouth of tho canyon up- 
wards. Over $1,000 havo boon Bpont, bo- 
Bldea the labor of four men since November 
last. The portion of tho creek bed on whioh 
they have been at work ia about 300 feet in 
length by 00 feet wide. A flume has boen 
constructed 6ft. x ill. to carry tho water. 
The difficulties to be overcome oaused griev- 
ous delays, and after working two men for 
twelve days Mr. Knell was obliged to re- 
move his sluice boxea or have them carried 
away by tho spring floods. During thla 
timo a ahaft had been sunk ton feet and 
no sign of bed rock ; the clean up 
proved to be about §40 per day for the two 
men. Mr. Eatell expoata to reach bod rock 
at a depth of from twonty-five to thirty foot. 
The gold alroady takon out ia of very good 
quality and vory largo. Mr. Eatoll haa 
handed over a portion of his claim to Mr. 
Leake, a mining engineer, who haB ordered 
a hydraulic plant from San Francisco, and as 
toon aa it arrives he will employ some 
twelve or fifteen men and go to work. If hia 
expectations aro reall-ad Mr. Leake will 
bring in a company to oporate on the creek 
mora extensively. Alroady a number of 
prospectors havo gone up the creek in 
aoarch of the precious metal. 



MASSACRES OF MISSIONARIES. 

Nothing Definite Known as to the Truth of 
the Reported Jlurders In China. 

SHANGHAI, June 10.— No definite news 
his boon received hero regarding tho latest 
report concerning the fato of the misaion- 
ariea at Cheng Tu, the capital of the pro- 
vince of Szohen, in Western China, who aro 
said to havo been massacred. It la known, 
however, that serious rioting has occurred 
in Cheng Tu, but affairs thero are believed 
to have been quiet recently, although riot- 
ing was spreading in the country aouthward. 

New York, Juno 10. — Ollicials of the 
Methodist society of this city aro hopeful 
that the reported massacre of missionaries 
at Cheng Tu is untrue. In tho annual re- 
port for last year the property of tho Cheng 
Tu mission, including dwellings, chapels, 
schools, oto., waB valuod at f4,U0O. 

Washington, Juno 10 —Tho Chinese le- 
gation has received no information as to the 
roportod mussaoro of all tho mieeionarieB in 
Cheng Tu. It ia statod at tho legation that 
Chtng Tu is a large city in tho interior. Re- 
cently, by troaty with Japan, this city waa 
one of tho places to bo opened to foreigners 
and foielgu commerce, missionaries being 
tne only foreigners here ofure living there. 
It is said tho Emperor of Ohina and Tsuog 
LI Yamen have given every possible protec- 
tion to the missionarloB, although It haa 
beer, found impossible to guard againBt mob 
violenco at remote interior pointa. The 
Chinoso government has advised that the 
missionaries should bo kept within aafe 
limits, but their zeal has led them to push 
inwards, without foar of tho results, to 
places whore Chinese officials havo had diffi- 
culty In affording full protootion. Tho auth- 
orities at Pekin havo oallod upon tho vice- 
roys of tho provinces, who understand they 
will bo degraded if mobs uro permitted to 
disturb tho miBBionB. As a result tho vico- 
roys aro active in restraining mob out- 
breaks. 

Tho offioial Gazotto of China, recently 
received here, Bhows a change baa boon 
made in tho viceroy at Cheng Tu, and tho 
now one has just assumed hia duties. This, 
added to the agitation upon the opening of 
the city to foreigners, may account for the 
disturbances.

ADMIRAL WALKER HERE. 

Eirly Sunday morning tho U S llght- 
houeoBCoamor Columbine aame in flying the 
pennant of Rear-Admiral John G. Walker, 
tho second man in tho Uultod States navy 
and one of the greatest authorities in all 
naval mattera. Tho Admiral haB had a long 
and varied naval cur.ior and has advanced 
from position to position on well won merit 
nntil ho stands accnnd only to tho head of 
tho navy, Admiral Brown. Admiral Wal- 
ker waa born In lSli") and graduated from 
the United States naval academy in 1850 
During the civil war ho served with dis 
tinotlon on the Atlantic coast blockade, with 
the Western Gulf blockading njuudron, at 
New Orleans, Vickkburg, and finally at the 
capture of tho Wilmington forts, coming 
out with the grade of commauuer. The 
Admiral ia better known on this Coast 
on account of hla work at Honolulu last 
summer, whero as commander of the Paolfio 
coast station ho was with his flagBhip, the 
Philadelphia, during the trouble thero. At 
present ho Is president of the lighthouee 
board, and it ia in that capacity that he is 
on tho coast at present, hiving arrived in 
Seattle Saturday afternoon by the Great 
Northern. His party Includes President 
Perkins, of the C. B & Q railroad ; Geo. B. 
Harris, vice-president of the name road ; A 
B. Johnson, chief clerk nf the U.S. lighthouse 
board ; and W. P. MoFarland, private sec- 
retary to Mr. Perkins. The Columbine left 
here at noon for Alaska ; she will touch first 
at Sitka, and thenco come down the coasb to 
San Diego, allowing a thorough Inapootion 
of all the aids to navigation. The Colum- 
bine will return in leaa than a month and 
the Admiral will then inBpoct tho new dry 
dock and other works at Port Orohard. 

AT TIIEIH OLD TRICKS. 

Word was brought by tho C.P.N, ateamer 
Maudo, just arrived from the West Coast, 
that the American sealer Bohring Soa had 
induoed a largo number of tho Indian crew 
of the Triumph to rrpudlato their articles of 
agreement md ship on their schooner. To 
get them to do this a promiso waa made to 
pay $0 por akin and to givo a bounty of §30. 
When tho nativea put their offer besido the 
one they had shipped under, por akin, it 
did not take them long to make up their 
minds, and ae a result Captain Cox will be 
minue hie Indian crow. It io reported that 
the Bohring Soa ia not the only 
vessel that hoB roBorted to the same 
tactics to secure a crew. On receipt 
of the nows tho sealers at once 
held a meeting and yentorday morning a 
deputation waited on Collector Milne to lay 
tho matter beforo him, and received assur- 
ance that tho uffiir would recoivo his prompt 
attention. Two telegrams were sent to 
Carmanah Point instructing W. J. Daykin 
to signal tho Quadra and instruct Captain 
Walbran to inquire into tho circumstances 
and take decided action if tho facts were as 
reported. Furthor information will be 
awaitod with interest. 

SHIFI'INCl KOK MAY. 

Messrs. R. P. Rithot & Co., Ltd., in thoir 
report for May say : " Tho uotlvity in grain 
freights noted in the laBt Ibbuo of our cir- 
cular haB continued during the month, lead- 
ing to a furthor advance in rates all round. 
At tho closo, however, tho ideus of exporters 
and owners were divergent. A most en- 
couraging list of lumber charters is present- 
ed thla month, tho business being fairly well 
distributed over tho various consuming 
markets. Tho improvement in demand is 
now nut confined to one quartet only, and it 
is permiPdiblo to hopo that the advantage 
will b= held."

Tho Seizure of British Vessels by 
American Cruisers Cannot Longer 
Be Permitted. 

Thero having been considerable misappre- 
hension throughout tho United States re- 
garding tho rofuaal of the llrltiah govern- 
ment to re-enact tho reflations of last year 
requiring tho sealing of armB on all Boaling 
schooners cruising through tho zone to tno 
north of tho .'15th parallol during tho close 
season, tho Washington (D C )■ correspon- 
dent of tho Fur Trade Rtview (New York), 
aftor a careful investigation, defines Great 
Britain's attitude in tho matter thus : 

"Groat Britain adheres strictly to tho 
terms of tho Paris award. Her Majesty's 
government intends to obaorve faithfully trio 
letter and Bpirlt of the conclusions reached 
by the tribunal. However, last year the 
British government gave not only a fhxlblo 
interpretation to tho regulations between 
England and tho United States growing 
out of the award, but wont con- 
siderably furthor. Groat Britain agreed 
that tho captains of American war 
voocols might board soalers flying the 
British 11 ig, and if any evidence waa pre- 
aented that tho firearms on board tho ship 
had been used in destroying soals within the 
proscribed limits tho vessel might bo seized. 
Groat Britain finally permitted tho captains 
of tho Canadian scalers to make a new ar- 
rangement with tho captains cf tho Ameri- 
can war vessels, under which a Canadian 
sealer might ask the captain of an American 
oruiaer to seal up hia firearms and present 
him with a certificate to that effect. When 
mil he wan boarded by an American cruiser 
tho Canadian cauld bhow tils ortiticate and 
thus ivoid tho docontlou aud embarri."»ment 
that might otherwiso reoult from at. over- 
hauling of hia veasol. 

" It is alleged by tho British govern :nont 
that, notwithstanding this arrangement, two 
Canadian sealers, the Wanderer and the 
Favorite, were i-oized laBt aeaBon, and no re- 
dress could bo obtained from the American 
government, although the captains of the 
seized vessels insisted that they had not 
uaed thoir firoarms improperly. Under 
those circumstances the British government 
feels that it ia not desirable thla year to re- 
new thia arrangement, which has only re- 
sulted in omb»rraisment to Her Majesty '■ 
government and Bubjocta. 

" American war vessels during the present 
aeaaon may 8eizo American ships under any 
regulation which the United States may 
permit, but the aeizure of Britiah veBsela by 
American cruisers will not be permitted un- 
less " indubitablo evidence " be offered, after 
the ship shall havo been boarded, that the 
firearms aboard have been uaed unlawfully 
to kill seals. 

" Tho improaaion obtains that Groat Bri- 
tain's action will be perfunctory, and that 
little, if any, aBaistanco will bs afforded by 
her in protecting the seals. This Impression 
doubtless ariacs from tho well-known dissat- 
isfaction whioh exists in London at the re- 
fusal of the American congress at tho laat 
session to appropriate tho money necessary 
to compensate the Canadians for vessels cap- 
tured in prior yoara, and for which tho Paris 
award found tho United Statea responsible. 
It is donied, however, that Great Britain is 
indifferent to tho protection of tho aeala, 
and tho fact ia pointed out that Lord Aber- 
deen, tho Governor-General of Canada, is 
now cngugod in ascertaining tho number of 
veoaela which will bo sent North thla year to 
assist the Amoricans in patrolling the sea."

A FBI END OF CANADA. 

It is oheorlng to observe that somo of Can 
ada's beat and most appreciative friends are 
Englishmen who have lived long enough in 
this Dominion to know its people and to esti 
mate its resources. While somo native 
Canadians, for party purposes, never speak 
of Canada except to traduce her, or of hor 
capabilities except to belittle them, these old 
country couaina have always a good word to 
s»y for her and always appear to be thinking 
of the best way to befriend her. Among 
the moat active and the moat influential of 
these friends of Canada and Canadians is tho 
Marquis of Lome. Ho lived for Borne years 
in Canada and had many opportunities to ob- 
aerveclosely both tho country and its inhabit 
ants. These opportunities he used to the boat 
advantage. Tbo result was that he formed a 
very high opinion of both Canada and tho 
Canadians, and he has since he left the 
country always been ready when occasion 
offered to speak well of them. 

The beat evldonco that Lord Lome's esti 
mate of Canada has been a just one, is that 
he Hays of the country precisely what a 
patriotic Canadian would say if he had tho 
opportunity und the ability. Tho conclu 
oions set forth and tho sentiments expressed 
in the following extract from an article 
which Lord Lorno contributed to tho June 
number of tho North Amorioan Review will, 
we are t ally convinced, bo heartily endorsed 
by ninety-nine hundredths of healthy- 
minded Canadians : 

Canada and the States are united, not 
only by railroad syBtoma, but by the c;oner- 
oua feelings which ever roside in tho broaBts 
of manly neighbors. Canada ia too peaceful 
and too quietly advancing in hor own poth 
of happy progress not to sympathize to tho 
full with tho quicker moving populations 
across the fresh water eeaa. In the troublea 
of the United States, a generation ago 
many thousands of Canadian citizens fought 
for tho North. In the homea of Canada, as 
in Illinois, many a hearth was desolated by 
the lose of a boloved member of the family 
through the Confederate bullota. Canadians 
ahare in the United States' prospority, nour 
ish no envy, and aro content with tho great 
territories which have ljjen assigned to them 
by Providence to develop. Thoy have enough 
to do at homo, und have porfect oonfldenco 
that they will bo able to do that whioh 
destiny apportions to them. Their own 
progress has been very quiet. Some persons 
say that it haa been so quiet that there has 
been no life in it. Bub they are mistaken. 
Tho sebtlors who havo gone to that northern 
land have gone thoro to slay. They have 
gone there becaudo they prefer its froor in 
atitutiona, and like the certainty of its cli 
mato, its health giving air and freedom from 
political trouble, whether it be of race, of 
labor, of over production, or of groat con- 
trast botween rich and poor. They liko it 
booauso it happens to bo a land whose 
woalth is perhaps moro evenly diatribuced 
than that of any groat treo oommuuity olao 
where. Thoy prefer it bcoauao It has a 
glorious history connecting it with events 
whioh havo given a dignity to tho 
past. Thoy soo that tho popular will 
finds immediate expression und effect 
through its oonstitution. They find that 
although thoro uro great autonomous provin 
C9B, whero looul ambition and deeiros find 
full scope, tho authority of tho federal and 
national government la oboyed. Thoy bob 
that tho oentrul authority keeps in Its 
own hand all military power, and that no 
local ambition has aontrol of the militia 
They havo behind their national powor tho 
naval might of Britain, with hor prestige 
and force to add to their own in ciee of dan 
gor, and her oxamplo and hor friondly coun 
sol to guide and aaaist thorn. 

While Canadians us a pooplo entertain tho 
most neighborly foolinge towards tho citl 
zona of tho United Stutoa, thoy havo no do 
aire for any cloaor union. Thoy, as Lord 
Lorno indicates, are satisfied with their 
own country, their own form of government, 
und if bhey desire any ohange in their relu 
tiona with Croat liritaln it ia that thoBo ro 
latione may ba closer than thoy ore now and 
moro mutually bonofioial. 

" Thoy aro," as Lord Lome says, a 
littlo further on in tho article wo are consid- 
ering in "allianco with, not in dopondonco 
on, the old country. Thny have thomsnlvoB 
proved their own patriotism and they havo 
g.iinod a plaoo among tho nations of tho 
world. Thoy make their own oommoroial 
arrangomonts in conoort with tho Imperial 
powor. Thoy havo a position unique aa ib ia 



enviable. In art, in industry, in literature, 
and in national life, whether shown by their 
success in great public works or by the 
orderod advance of their town and country 
populations, they havo mado immense pro- 
gress aince they united In the Dominion. 
They have triple signs of success in the 
variety of their territoriea. There are the 
Eisteru foreBts and farms ; the Central 
prairies, rich, healthy and full of ooal ; the 
Western slope with its alps and 
woodB, minerals and wondrously beauti- 
ful seaboard. Whab wonder if they boo 
with equanimity thob others do not graap 
tho ideas thoy havo realized in tho posses- 
alon of so much good. They can afford to 
labor and to wait, for oaoh decade makes 
hope grow into assurance and disperaea 
doubt amongsb theniBolves." 

It is n good thing for Canadians to be re- 
minded of their advantages, thoir opportun 
itics and the Bplendid futuro that awaits 
them, for if they listonod to tho wailings of 
tho school of dismal prophets that has riaen 
up among them they would lor.o heart and 
ooase to dovelope tho mognlfioont resources 
whioh they possess. 

Lord Lome is by no means a bigoted free 
trader ; he boob tho futility of trying to 
porauado tho inhabitants of a new and 
rich country that thoy ahould not 
attempt to foster thoir infant native indus 
triea. " Whether dofonsiblo or not by a 
purely philoaophio argument, there is no 
doubt that every rising nation will naturally 
procoed to auoh imposts on goodB nob mado 
at homo, bub whioh may be produced ab 
home. A young country tries ns Boon aB 
poaBiblo to bo represented in all departments 
of national oxistenco, and to have home- 
made artioleB in preference to thoao made 
out of tho country. Thoro iB, thoroforo, lit- 
tlo mo in arguing tho point." So far, in- 
dood, from being an out-and-out froo trader 
Lord Lome ovidently favors a commercial 
union botween tho mother country and tho 
different parts of tho Empiro, under which 
all the partiea to ib will discriminate in 
trade in favor of each other, as against tho 
nations outside the British Empiro. In this 
ho thinks that it would be wiso for Groat 
Britain, at least to a certain extent, to fol- 
low tho oxamplo of the United States. What 
Lord Lorno says on this subject isslgnificant : 
" Thoy in Canada, in Australia and in the 
Capo strotoh hands to the old mother and 
ory : 1 Treat ua aa your children, and give 
our gooda aome advantage in your market, 
and wo will fight for you.' Aa yet England 
is deaf to this cry. Perhaps some day she 
may find that she must purchase her distant 
children's aotive support ab a higher price 
than sho would bo obliged to now. . . , 
To such fears ib is usoIosb to point out that 
tho foreigner like tho Englishman thinks 
only of what is beat for himself. His duties 
are as high and only as high as ho thinks il 
will be profitable to hlmeolf to have them. 
The only way to raiae auch all-round selfish- 
ness into a sense of the necessity of union ia 
to ahow that perBiatonoo in extreme dogma 
muat bring isolation in timos of danger aa 
woll as in times of peaoe." 

"A SMALL BUSINESS." 

The Grit penny whistlos aro doing their 
little best to alarm the country by tooting 
about the immensity of Mr. Cockburn's ex- 
penBoa. Mr. Cookburn was Commiseioner 
for Canada at the World's Fair. He re- 
ceived no salary f:>r his aorvioea. Tho Do- 
minion paid hla expenses. It can easily bo 
understood that the expenses of a man in 
such a position could nob ba Bmall. He 
ropresonted Canada among the representa- 
tives of many countries and It might be cx- 
pooted thathe would worthilyfillthopoaition. 
Tho exponaea amounted to $4,425. Mr. 
Cockburn like an honest man accounted to 
tho Government for evory cent of the money. 
The Grit small politicians, after they had 
examined the bille, Bet up a terrible clamor 
about paying for blacking tho Commission- 
er'a ahoeB, for waahing hla ahirts, for the 
hire of horaea, for meab and drink, 
etc., etc. Ib seemed a dreadful 
thing to them that the people of Canada 
should pay the exponaea of tho gentleman 
who represented them at the Chioago Exhi- 
bition. Tho people of the Province of On- 
tario paid Mr. Nicholaa Awrey, who ia no 
doubt a good Grit, $6,.'17S for serving them 
in tho same capaoity aa Mr, Cookburn served 
the poople of tho wholo Dominion, yot the 
Conservative papers of the Province did nob 
raise an outcry about tho monoy paid for 
bluckiDg Mr. Awrey's shoos and for washing 
Mr. Awroy's ohirta. Thoy knew that tho 
man who represented bo largo a Province aa 
Ontario at tho World's Fair must be con- 
tinually putting his hand in his pockot. Mr, 
Cockburn says tho four thousand odd dollars 
was not noarly all that ho, as Commissioner, 
was required to spend at tho exhibition. 
His mlaaion in tho sorvico of tho pooplo of 
tho Dominion cost him somo threo thousand 
dollars besides. The Montreal Gazotte aaya 
quietly but cauetically thut tho roaaon that 
tho Oppoaition prosa did not raise an uproar 
about Sir. Awroy'a oxponsos was that tho 
Opposition in Ontario ia Conservative, and 
addB : " Mr. Awrey must appreciate the 
fact that ho has gentlemen for his oppon- 
ents " 



involving questions of religion are dragged 
into politioa. Men who have no religious 
convictions worthy tho namo, and who do 
nob caro a straw for tho matter to bo decid- 
ed upon, affeob the most ardent z^al for the 
Bide whioh they tako. ThoBo men are the 
most U'.tter Rhd tho most untcrupulous of 
controversialists. Thoy use laoguago which 
really conacientioua and oorneat men would 
not think of uUoring, and thoy rcsorb to ar- 
guments which aro as unfair as they are 
offonsivo to those with whom shoy differ. 
Those who havo witnessed such contests will 
admit that Mr. Maodonald haa used the 
right word, " brutal." No other bo effect- 
ively desorihes tho moans rosortod to by the 
mercenaries of both Bides. If only the hon- 
est men — those who are fully convincod in 
their own minds — took purb in tho 
contest, ib would be conduoted with 
moderation and decency ; but when 
auoh subjsctB as this Manitoba 
Bohool question agitate the publio mind 
they ore taken hold of by a number of 
sohoming politicians whoso only thought la 
how thoy can best mako thorn servo their 
personal ambitionB and thoir party purposes. 
The Burosb way to enoourugo and to develop 
hypocrisy in u community is to drug re- 
ligion into politics.

Thoao benighted souls ua yet inno- 
cent of its koen delights are apt to ask what 
manner of gamo can this ba that keepa 
twelve "good mon and true " fixed at a 
couple of checkered boards from sunsot to 
aunrlso, intensely absorbed in deep calcu- 
lation, in plot and counterplot. Their 
surprise deepens at hearing that all this 
montal Btruggle, this display of wariness 
and circumspection, of fierco attack ard 
atubborn defonco, Involves in the end no 
greater pri/. i than the honor of winning. 
It was to onjoy " tho oorthquako about of 
victory " that so many onthuaiaBts, forget- 
ting aliko domostlo ties and personal fatigue, 
engaged in tho intelleotual und enthralling 
struggle. Can we not boast of reviving tho 
glory of tho anoient days when, liko the 
simple wroath of wild olive, tho viotor in 
thoao modern Olympic gamoa claims aa his 
guerdon nothing boyond the joy of hearing 
that the fco " resigns " ? 

Aa to tho game itself, volumoa havo been 
written on its advantages as a meana of 
montal diaclplino, by many authors in many 
lands, bub the subject is apparently as far 
from exhaustion aa its theory and practice. 
That in its antiquity no leas than Its form, 
the pastime ia unique, none may deny. The 
list of illustrious mon and women who have 
partaken of ita delighta ia in itaolf formid- 
able. Sotting uBido tho moro or leea upoc- 
ryphal inatancea of Charlemagne and Tim- 
our, aa to whom learned men ore nob agreed, 
chess can undoubtedly number amongst its 
devotees such brilliant examples as Philip 

II of Spain, Charles V of Germany, Cathar- 
ine of Modlola, Pope Leo X, Henry IV of 
Franco, Eliz iboth, Jamee I, Charlea I of 
England, William of Orange, Cardinal 
Richelieu, Charles XII of Sweden, and the 
Son of Thunder, Nopoleon Bonaparte ! 

"Ago cannot withor it nor ouy':oni stale 
its infinite variety." Aa freah and sparkling 
to day as when bsforo tho Chriarian Era the 
philosophers of the Eiat were amusing them- 
aelvoa with what wo moderna term Problems 
and End-games! In an anoientPoralanmanu- 
scripb preaerved in the Britiah Muaoum 
Chess ia described as "tho nourishment of 
the mind, tho solace of the spirit, tho polish- 
er of intolligonco and the bright sun of un- 
derstandlcg."

The Canadian Commissioner Working 
Earnestly for Cable Connection — 
A Darlnir Devil-flsh. 



Unprecedented Complications on 
British Warship— Surgfeou Lea 
Dismissed from the Service. 



Tho Canadian commissioner, Mr. J. S. 
Larko, h'*a been addressing tho Chambera 
of Commerce und other influential repro- 
sontativo bodies in Australia on tho advan- 
tages of oablo communication botweon Can- 
ada and tho antipodes. A Molbcurno 
diapatch iu tho Sydney Morning 
Horald, of May 8, in this connection 
says : A Bpocial mooting of tho Chamber 
of Commorco was hold to-day for tho pur 
poao of hoaring a speech by Mr. Lurko, iho 
Canadian commiuaionor, aa to " why 
Auutralia should movo in tho matter of the 
Pacific cablo." Mr. Larko submitted eati- 
matoa of expenditure and rovonuo for tho 
proposed cable, and atrongly advocated its 
conatruction. On tho motion of Mr. James 
Service, M L C., it waa unanimously ro- 
solved, " That this chamber is In thorough 
Bymputhy with tho proposal of Mr. Larko 
for laying n Pacific oablo ontiroly under 
British control, and that this chamber and 
tho other Chambors of Commerce in tho 
Australasian colonies should continue their 
co-operation, and urge upon their several 
governments tho nocesaity for promoting all 
earnest etfurta towards accomplishing the 
avowed object without any avoidable Iobs of 
time." A similar resolution waa passed at 
Newcastle and other placOB, showing tho 
strong feeling in Australia in favor of the 
oablo. 

A post mortom examination of a bullock 
forming one of a consignment of cattle from 
Australia by tho atoatner Perthshire for 
London, mado at Auckland, Now Zealand, 
last month, disclosod that tho animal had 
died of pleuro-pnoumonia, Another animal 
which had died provioualy ahowed signs of 
gangrenous pneumonia. Both bodiea wore 
ltft on board tho steamer to bo thrown 
overboard when Bhe got to sea. The New 
Zealand government has taken stopa tomako 
it cloar in England that the cattle cams from 
Australia and had nothing to do with New 
Zealand. The govornmont Ib alao consider- 
ing tho expediency of prohibiting the im- 
portation oi Australian cattle. 

The Sydney Morning Herald relates tho 
following extraordinary adventuro with an 
ootopus on tho ferryboat Lotus, plying be- 
tween Neutral Bay and Circular Quay : Aa 
the boat was rounding Kirribilli Point, and 
heading for tho quay, a lady and gentleman 
who were seated on tho lowor deck at tho 
Btem of the Bteamer, were considerably sur- 
prised at feeling a cold aubstaneo wind itself 
round thorn. Tho lady jumped with a scream 
and pulled away her hand, which was being 
held to the rail. Tho gentleman also got 
clear, and then he found that tho caueo of 
tho alarm was an enormous octopus, which 
had olimbed up the aide of the vessel. From 
tip to tip of its tenticloelt measured five feet, 
and its head waa as thick as a man's thigh. 
Fireman Henry Reatall had a hard task in 
making the monetor loose its hold of the 
deok. Attacking it with a broom, he usod 
tho handle au a lover to force tho long arms 
of tho octopus from tho railingB of tho deok, 
but aa one was unfaatoned another would bo 
wound round a pillar. However, after a 
atrugzlo of ten minutes, and by taking a 
quick advantage of a favorable opportunity, 
the ootopuB waa thrown back into the har- 
bor. 

Much interest has been aroused by the 
holding of a aeries of naval courts-martial 
during tho laat week or two, and especially 
by tho one concerning the case of ttio sur- 
geon of the Ringarooma, a voaacl UaloDging 
to tho Auxiliary N&vai Force. This eaae 
had a aomowhat ludicrous aspect when aeon 
from one point of vlow ; but tho matter was 
undoubtedly a grave one for tho surgeon, 
who, after twelve years of service, has been 
dismissed. It appears that at what is 
called " general quarters " tho captain had 
mado a complaint to tho surgeon aa to what 
he considered a noglout of duty on his part, 
but tho Burgeon took a different view of the 
matter. Shortly aftorwards tho surgeon, 
approaching the captain with an attendant, 
told him be had placed him on the 
sick liat. Tho effect of placing any- 
one on the aick list la to relieve him of 
responsibility and practically of tho 
authority to discharge his functions. The 
captain, who denied that he was Bick.regardi d 
this aB an act of insubordination and con- 
tempt, and told the surgeon to go below un- 
der arreab. Thia tho surgeon in his turn re- 
fused to do, and he afterwards, when di- 
rected to initial an entry in tho log aa to hia 
arrest, declined to oboy that order alao. He 
was charged beforo tho courtmartial with 
having behaved with contempt to hia supe 
rior oflioor, and with having on two ooca 
sionB disobeyed hia ordorB. For this he has 
been dismissed by tho captains who formed 
the court from tho servico ; but the papers 
will go to tho Admiralty, and possibly the 
Bettlement may bo reviewed. Tho surgeon, 
whi n asked for hia dtfonoo, waa proceeding 
to show that tho captain waa really unwell, 
and that ho had acted in the c inseiontious 
aitchargu of his duly in placing him on the 
sick-list. He proposed to cill other navy 
surgi ons us witnesses. The ccurt, however, 
declined to hoar any evidence about tho cap- 
tain's health, on tho ground that it waa irre- 
levant.

TO -BE STARVED OUT. 

Turkey's Latest Method of Uottlnc Kid of the 
Independent Christian Nestorlans. 

London, June 10 — The special corre- 
spondent of the Associated Pross in Armenia 
writes from Djoddah as follow.! : The 
Turkish government, it is claimod, has just 
taken the preliminary ateps In what may ro 
ault in the massacre of Noatorian Christiana 
in the mountains of Kurdiatan. It is 
assorted that the govornment haa givon 
ordnrB to starvo out tho independent triboa 
of Nestoria in the mountain rogion im- 
mediately west of Gawar, which may be de- 
scribed aB lying about midway batwoon 
Mosul and Lakovan, about fifty miles wost 
of tho Persian frontier. Tho orders, 
it is stated, aro that no food sup- 
plies of any kind shall bo allowed 
to ontor tho territory of tho independent 
tribes, and measures aro Baid to have boon 
taken to enforce theso orders to tho letter. 
ThiB action is apparently taken as a moans 
of compolling the independent tribes to sub- 
mit to Turkish authority und to pay the 
taxes demanded by tho Turkish govornment, 
and is regarded as tho first serious attempt 
that the Turkish govornment has made to 
extort taxes from tho independent tribes 
From the earliest times in tho history of tho 
Ottoman empire theso tribea have boon in- 
dependent of Turkish rule. They havo paid 
no Vaxea and havo acknowledged no allegi- 
ance to tho Turkish government. Tho fact 
that tho independents pay no taxes is looked 
upon by tho oppononta of tho I'orto as mero- 
ly a plausible oxcuso for tho governments 
action. 

The Sultan has plenty of opportunity for 
knowing that the independent Nestorians 
aro too poor to pay taxes, and that many 
of them make a living by going down into 
the villagea of their less wrotohedly poor 
follow countrymen and begging. Thoso 
poor creatures are to ha starved because 
they will not share with the Sultan of Tur- 
key the scraps of broad, the refuse bits of 
meats, and the odds and ends whioh 
they obtain by bogging. Their homos 
are In a wilderness of mountain 
peaks and narrow, rocky valloya, whore 
nothing will grow except a tuft of broom 
corn hero and thoro in tho crevices on the 
rocka of tho mountain sides, and a few 
Btocka tf millet in a casual square yard of 
Boil in tho valleys. It 1b not difficult to 
forecast the probable result of tho starva- 
tion of this raco of beggars should the ro- 
port turn out to be oorreob. Driven des- 
perate by hunger, the people will endeavor 
to obtain food from Gawar and other out 
aide diatricts, and thoro will be fjghtfl with 
tho Turkish troops, the villoges will be 
attacked and some of the wretched peoplo 
will bo killed, and no man can prophesy 
where tho persecution will end. 

"I have just returned," Bay tho correB- 
pondent, " from a rapid journey to the 
KurdlBh mountains for the purpose of In 
vestigatlng the report that fourseon villages 
had been attacked and devastated by a raid 
of Kurds last week. Tho original rumor 
had It that tho Kurds had massacred many 
Christians and had carried off women and 
glrU to the mountains. After riding day 
and night to reach the sceno of the raid, I 
at longth arrived at tho Merguiver valley, 
whioh lies like the bottom of a boat boneath 
huge mountains covered from base to sum 
mit with almost unbroken expanses of snow. 
It was in this valley that the raid took 
place. It ia said o band of Kurds from the 
mountains had indeed raided fourteen vil- 
lages In this valley, but the raid waa direct 
ed against other Kurds, and not against 
Christians. There were a few Nestorian 
Christiana living in the valley, but they were 
not molested in any way." 



FRUIT PESTS ACTIVE. 

Thousands of Trees Stripped in the Vicinity of 
Whatcom— Frail Crop Seriously 
Damaged. 

Whatcom, Juno 10.— Myriads of cater- 
pillars infest tho orchards and groves In 
some sections ct this oounty and especially 
along tho Nooksaok river. On the Lummi 
reservation thoy havo stripped thousands of 
fruit and other trees cf thoir foiisge, and In 
infeBted orchards where no efforts havo been 
made to check their ravages, thoy have al- 
most ontiroly destroyed tho fruit crop. 
Thoy havo done considerable damage on the 
islands also, but not bo much as on the main 
land. Geo Gibbs, a prominent orchardlst 
of Ureas, says that in his opinion tho recent 
cold night» havo killed thousands upon 
thousands of caterpillars, for they will not 
stand a lower toinporature than about 41 de- 
grees, and it haa beon as cool aa that this 
week.
